SUNDAY FIRES. 



Series ol Severe Conflagritions, 
With Much Loss of Life. , 



Patterson, N. J., the Heavir st Suf. 
ferer, the Loss Being [£s. 
timated at $lo, 000,000. 



A fire which originated io a 
street railway powerhouse at Pat- 
tersou, N. J., just after midnigbt 
burned fiercely until Sunday after- 
noon. In all Iweuty-live blocks 
were burned, comprising' a part ot 
the business center and ;i portion 
ol the residence hectiob. The loss 
!-> estimated at $10,000,000. Tbe 
City Hall, ail the national banks, 
five churches and all the principal 
business bouses and public build- 
ir.;;;-, Aoic iu Ihe burned district. 
No lives were lost, but a number ot 
persons were Jnjured. Fire de. 
partments from all the neighboring 
towns aided in bubduing the con- 
flagration. Prompt relief meas- 
ures were taken by Gov. Murphy 
and Mayrir Hinchliffe, but applica- 
tions fur aid have not been num- 
erous, the well-to-do classes being 
the principal sufferers. Tents have 
been ordered for the thousands 
homeless. 

Ton men and a chambermaid are 
dead, one man is missing, eight are 
dangerously injured and ten more 

had narrow escapes, nnd arc frost- 
bitten as the result ot the burning 
of the Empire Hotel in St. Louis. 
Aiost of the dead were burned to 
death or suffocated io their rooms. 

Fire in the business center of 
Klberton, Ga., Sunday morning, 
c-iused damage which it eitimated 
at $109,000^ 

Several basiness bouses in Scotts- 
ville were destroyed by a lire 
which started at 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning. The loss is estimated at 
at $30,000. 

Fourteen persons were seriously 
injured by an early momiog fire, 
which did $300,000 damages in 
Brooklyn. 

The chapter house of the Beta 
Theta Pi fraternity at Indiana 
University, Bloomington, was de- 
stroyed Sunday morning.

FRIDAY IsiGHT. 

Dr. Pentecost preached Friday 
night the last of his series of ser- 
mons on the text, "He that believetb 
not, shall be damed." The special 
text of the evening was Matthew 
23:.v>, The theme was, "The Na- 
ture ut future punishmeot." The 
|ireacher said it was folly to inter- 
pose our opinions here, or our likes 
or our dislikes. It is too serious a 
matter to be tolerable. What does 
our Saviour say and what does he 
wean? This should be and is the 
whole course of the thoughtful, 
earnest mind. Not even the in- 
spired Apostle should be consid- 
red . The words of the gracious 
Christ, who loved ns so well as to 
die for us on the cross, only should 
be admitted. He shall tell us what 
it is to be damned. First we note 
what Jesus says in John 3:19. "He 
that believetb not is condemned al- 
ready." Sentence is alread} 
passed, the trial i« over. We are 
not in a state of probation in this 
world. The grace ot God offers us 
deliverance, it is true, but the offer 
is to these who are under sentence 
of death, being "condemned al- 
ready." There ie a stay of execu- 
tion, but the execution is not less 
sure for that, unless we repent. 
Jnat wliat is the final cattastrophe 
of unbelief, the great preacher said 
he did not know. Nevertheless 
there was much that was certain 
and unmistakable in the teaching 
of Jesus touching it. The parable 
of the ten virgins unmistakably 
teachea that the fooliab.anbelieving 
sinner shall be shut out of heaven. 
The master represents himself as 
saying to some in the iiid^^ment, 
''Depart from ni into 
everlasting lire prepared lui the 
devil and bis angeU.'* And again 
he speaks in Matthew 8:12 and in 
Luke 13:28 of the thrusting out of 
some— the rich man said in hell he 
he was "tormented in this flame." 
In .Matthew 25:4 and also in Rev. 
20:4 there i.s held before the unbe- 
lievers the prospects of the compan- 
ionship of devils and all wicked 
persons. Matthew 25:4o teaches 
the eternity of the awful state. To 

be (1. 11 there, is to be ion- 

demued here; to be shunt out dl 
heaven, to be banished from the 
presence of 'iod, and that with vio- 
lence; to hi. toriiienled with remorse, 
shame and uDappeascd longings — 
to sufiFer the companionship of all 
evil men and all devils, and to en- 
dure all this forever. It is mad- 
ness to waive these pictures aside 
by saying "they are just pictures- 
Theserious^Cbrist meant something, 
by these figures. There must be a 
great reality behind them. If be 
does not mean by these most awful 
and terrible statements some reali- 
ty that is not less than the ever- 
lasting pain and degredation of the 
soul, how can we be sure that his 
promise of eternal life is, in its 
proper and natural sense reliable? 

SUNDAY EVENING. 

The attendance at the Tabernac- 
le last Sunday afternoon was the 
largest that has yet turned out to 
hear the remarkable sermons of 
Dr. Pentecost. It has been estima- 
ted that there were at least 3,000 
persons present. 

As announced the preacher's 
subject was the transfiguration. 
The :^ignificance of the transfigura- 
tion, in all of its most important 
phases, were brought out in a clear 
and lucid manner by a powerful 
mind. Many gems that Bible stu- 
dents had hitherto failed to see in 
the divine word were held out in 
blazing light to the eager listeners. 
Could we produce in all its entirety

picked out here and there a pearl 
of comfort am$l consolation that will 
be treasured up in memory. 

The Doctor chose as the founda- 
tion of his remarks the 17ih chap- 
ter of Matthew, verses 1 to 8 inclu- 
sive. He spoke of the Father bear- 
ing witness that Christ IS the son 
of Ood. Besides, Peter, Jaoaes and 
John were there on the mount and 
heard the audible voice of God say- 
ing, **This is my beloved son, in 
whom I am well pleased, hear ye 
him." And there were Moses and 
Eltas talking with him. The de- 
claration of the eye-witnesses is 
found also in 2d Peter 1; 16, "We 
have not followed cunningly de- 
vised fables, • * but were eye-wit- 
nesses of His majesty." "His face 
did Khine as the sun." They be- 
held his flory, God manifest in the 
flesh. Christ was human enough 
for all to be accessible to him. Six- 
ty years after the transfiguration 
John heard him say, "I was dead 
but am alive forevermore." He 
felt the thrilling touch of his dear 
band and heard the thrilling tone 
of his dear voice saying to him on 
the Isle of PatmoB, "1 am Alptia 
and Omega, the beginning and the 
end." "Fear not, John." Paul 
saw that glory on the way from Je- 
rusalem to Damascus, heard that 
**Saul, why persecutest thou 

So we learn that heaven is not 
very far away. God said on that 
mduntain to hear — not Muses, not 
the prophets — "My beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased" — the son 
of God. 

Where is heaver I I 
do not think it is very lar away. 
You will never get a vision of Christ 
until you confess Him. I want to j^o 
to heaven. I do not believe that 
spirits come to us, talk to us. But 
if our eyes were opened we would 
see, as the servant of disha saw 
at Dothan, when God opened his 
eyes,— we would see round about 
us the mountains and hills crowded 
with the angtlls of God. I need so 
much taking care of— whether 
amonpst men or in the street, on 
the cars — anywhere. It is not so 
far away, we must not forget that 
we are allied to that worM. Tl 
Jews have a tradition that Mobcs 
did not die, that on Nebo— God just 
kissed his spirit away. "NVe hear a 
good deal of talk about archanj^els. 
There is but one archangel — Mi- 
chael, the angel of the resurrection. 
The devil disputed about the body 
ot Moses, but God kissed his spirit 
away, and Michael bore his body 
to heaven. 

From the transfiguration we learn 
that we will recognize those we 
have loved and lost for a while. I 
want to g'o to heaven because I will 
see my mother and my boy. The 
fil-st one I want to see when I get 
there — and I believe he will be the 
first — is my Lord, And close by 
bis side I will se my mother. I do 
not believe heaven is as far away 
as the sun, or the stars or the moon. 
This world is beautiful. But 
earth's beauties, tree*, flower* and 



rills are no compeBsatioa for my^ 
heart.

* * * and to love Him with all the 
heart, and with all the understand- 
ing • ♦ ♦ and to love his neighbor 
as himself, is more than all barnt- 
offerings and sacrifices." Jesus 
said to him. "Thou art not far from- 
the kin;^d(im d (lod." He was a 
serious-minded man. There- i« a 
warning m this. Sooner or fatti 
most men. by their environments 
and circumstances, ivill be near the 
kingdom of cJud. Ii is a crisis. 
They must mak.- ..n in , i<rent de- 
cision for their l.le. 'J-lKy" .irc in 
the valley of decision. Herod was 
near ;he kingdom but weqt back. 
Pilate was was in a similar posi- 
tion. Some of you here t(>-ni;^ht 
are in the valley ot decision— Vou 
are debating the cju.-stion. and 
must go forward or yo b.i. k. Some 
men are nearer than others in men- 
tal and moral attitude. That man 
is nearer who is born and raised in 
happier circumstances — nearer by 
reason of his privileges, who has a 
f,'odly father and mother— than the 
poor, unfortunate man in a home 
where God is not known and recog- 
ni/etl. There is nothing so unfor- 
tunate as a Godless and Christies* 
home, where there is no Christiaa 
atmosphere and where God is not 
worshipped. The man is not near 
the kingdom who never goes to the 
house of God, There are men and 
women >\ho do attend; church occa- 
sionally, because they think it m 
the proper thing to do, and like the 
scribe, {five tlieir ;issent ti> th«* 
great truths of the word of God, but 
they do not accept Christ and are 
still out of the kingdom. Men have 
said to me, "The teachings of the 
Gospel commend themselves to me, 
but I have not embraced Christ.. 
There are honest hearts that are 
seeking the kingdom of God. Na* 
thaniel was an honest seeker, sit- 
ting in the garden studying the 
scriptures. No honest inquirer is 
far from the kingdom of God. Cor- 
nelius stepped into the kingdom. 
The Eunich stepped into thv- kinfj;- 
dom in a minute. God has a maii 
on the lookout when a matf is near 
the kingdom.

Favus is a disease of the scalp, 
caused by a vegetable parasite, 
and the treatment recommended 
is an ointment composed of two 
per cent carbolic acid and vase- 
line. The "carbolized" vaseline 
of the drug store is the sub- 
stance used. Sore bead prevails 
in southern states more than in 
the north, and -sometimes much 
difficulty is experienced in its 
cure. Good results will also re- 
sult if the carbolized vaseline is 
reinforced by cedar oil, such as 
an ounce of the carbolized vase- 
line, a teaspoooful of cedar oil, 
and a level tablespoonful of cedar 
oil, and a level tablespoonful of 
finely pulverized sulphur. Ap-

A novel plan to relieve the congested 
condition of Paris streets has just 
been submitted at a meeting of promi- 
nent ens:ineers which was held to dis- 
cuss further improvements in public 
transportation. M. Cassalonpa, a well- 
known civil engineer, sujrffested that 
an underground moving sidewalk sim- 
ilar to that at the Paris exposition of 
1900, but much larger, be eonattuoteO. 
According to his plan there wbnld be 
four platforms, each moving at a dif- 
ferent rate of speed from the others, 
the fastest going at the rate of 13 iviles 
an hour. 

M. Cassalonga convinced his heareri 
that such a scheme would be cheape; 
than an electric underground railway 
and that it would multiply greatly the 
accommodation of the public. He aaid 
to the correspondent of the Chicago 
Daily Xews; 

"Part of the platform might be given 
tip lo the use of heavy teams, the city 
thua gaining both from an esthetic 
and a pecuniary point of view, since 
the paving department wc.uld save 
hundreds of thousands of francs an- 
I nally I)y the reduction of wear on the 
itreet surfaces. I am sure al.so that 
the public would prefer the rolling 
Lidewalk to stuffy cars, not to mention 
Ihe elimination of danger from col- 
lision."
